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The following is a brief historical background 
of the scenes to be presented: 


PROLOGUE 


Trumpeters herald the arrival of Queen Jane, surrounded by her 
Guard of Honor and accompanied by her Princesses, Miss Columbia 
and the delegates from the 48 States parade in welcome to the guests 
who have come to pay homage. The ensemblage forms a recessional 
to the Court of Honor to review scenes from a panorama out of the 
past, telling a fascinating story of the development of your country. 


Episode I 
IN THE BEGINNING 


“Dawn of Creation,” the ballet beautiful, symbolizing the beginning 
of life upon earth. The Spirits of Creation controls the forces of nature 
and works them in harmony together. The Land, the Sea, and the 
Flowers lie motionless, then slowly with rhythmic movements, come to 
life, the first step in the onward March of Progress. 


Episode IT 
THE EARLY AMERICAN 


An Indian camp on the bay at the mouth of the Columbia in 1792. 
Their customs and ways of living are described in the vivid picture of 
their camp to which Captain Robert Gray and his men paid a visit. 
The Indians become excited and fear this sight they see in the bay— 
a floating island or huge monster of the water. Soon these white human 
beings appear and make friends with the Indians. Captain Robert Gray 
and his men leave the Indians to gloat over the trinkets exchanged for 
costly pelts. Then back to their gambling games and races. They break 
camp and go on looking for a new land. 


“And so they come into this land 
Adventurers bold on every hand, 

The early founders of our race, 

The men who took the Red Man’s place.” 


Episode III 
LEWIS AND CLARK EXPEDITION 


In 1804 Thomas Jefferson became interested in “Oregon Country” 
and sent Meriweather Lewis and William Clark to explore the territory. 
They ascended the Missouri, passed through the stupendous gates of 
the Rocky Mountains, discovered and explored the upper waters of the 
Columbia and followed the river down to it smouth—where Gray had 
anchored 12 years previously. It was this expedition that Sacajawea, the 
“Birdwoman,” joined in what is now North Dakota—and proved of 
great aid in directing their path as they travelled farther and farther 
westward. When the mouth of the Columbia was reached, they set camp 
and remained during the winter, preparing reports of their journeys 
and findings. 


ASTOR BY SEA—HUNT BY LAND 


Two expeditions were organized to establish rival trading posts to 
“monopolize trade” with traps on the southern and western waters, and 
of those vast tracts comprised in ancient Louisiana. 


One went by sea carrying people, ammunition and merchandise to 
set up trading posts at the mouth of the Columbia River. Wilson Price 
Hunt, heading the other expedition by land, was to go up the Missouri, 
across the Rocky Mountains and explore a line of communication across 
the continent to decide upon sites for interior. They reached Astoria 
January, 1812, but before their arrival, however, the Tonquin on her 
voyage along the coast had met with disaster, for Captain Thorn had 
angered the Indians, insulted one of their chiefs and in turn, the savages 
descended upon the ship as it lay anchored to one of thier villages and 


killed all the crew except four, who later were taken ashor 
tortured to death. peer es 


Episode V 
BRITISH FLAG OVER ASTORIA 


John Jacob Astor had high hopes of making Astoria “the great 
emporium of the American fur trade in the Pacific and the nucleus of 
a powerful American state,” but before his anticipation was real- 
ized “war broke out between the United States and Great Britain.” On 
December 1, 1813 Captain Block in command of the British sloop of war 
arrived and took possession of Astoria—lowering the Amerian flag 
hoisting that of Great Britain—and changing the name of the fort to 
Fort George. Concomly, the “one eyed Indian,” with his Chinook war- 
riors having seen the “big war canoe” displaying the British flag and 
knowing the war between the two countries, come to stand by the 
Americans to the last. 

“I take possession of the establishment and of the country in the 


name of his Britannic Majesty, changing the name of Astoria to that of 
Fort George.” 


Episode VI 
TRAIL LEADS WESTWARD 


In 1843 Dr. Thomas Marcus Whitman with a caravan of covered 
wagons emerge from the western slopes of the Blue Mountains upon 
the plains of the Columbia. They taught the Indians about God and 
told them about the Bible. Many times on the open plains they come 
across hostile Indians destroying their camp and kililng their people. 
a sey into Oregon was opened by faith of one man that could not 

e shaken. 


Episode VII 
BEAUTY AND FERTILITY BALLET 


A symbolical ballet representing the beauty and fertility of the 
Corn and Wheat beaten down by the Rain but revived by the Sun, as 
the Sunbeams scatter the raindrops a beautiful Rainbow appears. 


Episode VIII 
AN EARLY SCHOOL SCENE 


Soon the schools were built and children come on horseback or by 
boat and sat on long benches studying their lessons under a steri 
school master. This laid the foundation of high culture in schools of 
today. 


Episode IX 
ASTORIA’S BARBERY COAST 


90’s ushered in a new era—an era of gayety with devil-may-care 
atmosphere with Astoria “being one of the gayest towns on the Pacific 
Coast.” Its “Barbery Coast” was second only to San Francisco. Here 
“sold ran freely’ and the population of Astoria for the most part was 
“wild eyed” and people came for miles around to see the sailboat and 
oar boat races. 


Episode X 
THE GAY 90’s 


The celebration of the first railroad in Astoria was a gay one. 
Every one turned out in their smartest outfits. Some came by buggy, 
others walking and all joined in the old fashioned dance to celebrate. 


Episode XI 
ECHOES OF WAR 


There reached these shores, some twenty years ago, the echoes of 
war. War in a land far removed from ours—but whose clouds rose and 
menaced our happy peacefullness. So when President Wilson issued his 
proclamation of a State of War against Germany in those dark days, 
Astoria was quick to come to the front, to take her share of respon- 
sibility. Again peace to our nation. 


THE MELTING POT 


Into this country from nations all over the world, have come many 
people—who, merged in patriotism for this, their adopted land, have 
built up the greatest of all nations—America. 


FINALE 


The entire cast in a huge, revolving wheel—typifying the ever 
onward progress of Historical Astoria.
